Every farm should

certain varieties on the farm. 
The average Texas farm er would 
de well to turn his attention to sheep 
raising as one of the best forms of 
livestock raising so essential to suc­ 
cessful farming. Among other things 
which may he said for sheep is that 
pound for pound the fertilizer from 
it is more valuable than that of any 
* tiltr farm 
except poultry. 
The English farm er has long known 
this and has taken advantage of it 
in his task of building up the fertil­ 
ity of his lands.
